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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hammer. 

Hammer discloses the use of a music rack for keeping a document thereon 
comprising a desk board(2) on which the document is put and changed from a rest 
position through a maximum attitude angle position to a release position (see figures 
6a-6d), and an attitude changing system(54) provided between a stationary 
member(6)and the desk board, permitting the desk board to unidirectionally change the 
position from the rest position to the maximum attitude angle position and allowing the 
desk board to return to the rest position when the desk board reaches the release 
position. Hammer also discloses that the use of foot force by a foot switch (9) can alter 
desk board positions.
